8 t. Lou is, Ju ly 8.—W hen Chairman 
Jam es K. Jones railed the Democratic 
national conv ention to order today the 
great St. Ix niis Coliseu m was crowded 
almost to the point of su ffocation with 
an enthu siastic crowd bent on witness­ 
ing one of the most Interesting con­ 
tests in the annals of this historic par­ 
ty . The v e ry air seemed charged with 
the feelings of the great mu ltitu de and 
seemed aq u iv er with the ex citement of 
the hou r. 
It was electrical. 
Enthu si­ 
asm neglected no opportu nity for free 
v ent and many were the incidents 
seized u pon as a signal for cheers of 
the most stim u lating character. 
The 
entrance of conspicu ou s figu res in the 
party nev er failed to elicit cheering 
com m ensu rate with the estimated im­ 
portance of the one thu s greeted, while 
the m arching to their allotted places 
of some of the more im portant dele­ 
gations produ ced the wildest ex cite­ 
ment. 
W hen Hon. John Sharp Williams of 
Mississippi, minority leader In the na­ 
tional hou se of representativ es, was 
Introdu ced as the tem porary chairman, 
the applau se became simply deafening. 
The popu larity with his pa7 ty of this 
conspicu ou s figu re in national politics 
has long been conceded, his wise lead­ 
ership in the lower hou se hav ing giv en 
him a firm place in the hearts of his 
fellow partisans, and the great party 's 
pu blic attestation of this feeling today 
will he marked as one of the striking 
Incidents 
of 
the 
conv ention. 
The 
gav el that was wielded by Mr. Wil­ 
liams in calling the conv ention to or­ 
der is of historic material. 
The Erie 
(Fa.) delegation had it constru cted of 
tim ber of Commodore Perry ’s flagship, 
Niagara, which took su ch a prominent 
part in the notable battle of I^ k e Erie. 
It is a handsome article. 
J. M. Gu ffey 
presented it to the tem porary chair­ 
man on behalf of his delegation. 
W hen Mr. Williams entered u pon 
his 
notable “key note” 
address 
the 
q u iet which su cceeded the prev iou s 
tu m u lt was impressiv e. 
Not one of 
the thou sands 
gathered 
within 
the 
sou nd of his v oice bu t was anx iou s 
to hear his ev ery u tterance and rarely 
In 
a 
national 
conv ention 
has 
any 
speaker been giv en a more attentiv e 
hearing. 
Mr. Williams began his address as 
follows: 
“This 
is 
an 
appropriate 
place and tim e for a Democratic con­ 
v ention. 
The place is St. Lou is, the 
chief city of the most popu lou s state 
carv ed ou t of the Lou isiana Territory 
acq u ired by the father of Democracy . 
The time is tne centennial anniv ersary 
celebration of the acq u isition of that 
territory , a v ast area of contigu ou s 
territory whose possession was neces­ 
sary for self-defense and which was 
fitted in climate and soil for home- 
making by the sons and dau ghters of 
the repu blic—the anniv ersary of real 
and not pseu do ex pansion—an ex pan­ 
sion of ou r popu lation, ou r indu strial 
life, and ou r tree institu tions, ov er u n­ 
inhabited lands, or lands sparsely set­ 
tled by sav ages, whose tribal indepen­ 
dence we recognized by trading with 
them or settled in spots by white men 
easily and willingly assim ilated; not 
a so-called ex pansion by mere su per­ 
imposed force of ou r flag and ou r mili­ 
tary au thority . 
The Democratic party 
afterward gu ided the cou ntry to fu r­ 
ther ex pansion of this real, free char­ 
acter In the acq u isition of Florida, the 
admission of Tex as as a state, and the 
acq u isition from Mex ico of a magnifi­ 
cent far W est fit to be made states 
In the Union and gov erned u nder the 
constitu tion. 
“The most important q u adrennial 
ev ent in the world is the election by 
the American people of their chief 
ex ecu tiv e. 
Before the great elev ation 
takes place, at which all men are su p­ 
posed to arriv e at—a choice by way s 
o f honesty and intelligence— wou ld to 
Go d they did-~at least two minor elec­ 
tio ns of a different character are held. 
There hav e alway s been two great par­ 
ties which since the flrBt national po­ 
litical conv entions hav e elected dele­ 
g ates to conv entions for the pu rpose of 
selecting a candidate and prom u lgat­ 
ing a platform. 
One of these parties 
has g o ne thro ug h its party election 
o f deleg ates and selected a candidate 


and annou nced a platform. 
It was 
o ne of the q u ietest and most u nani­ 
mou s occasions that the mu ses of his­ 
tory hav e recOred. 
Ev ery thing seem­ 
ed to hav e been fix ed 
beforehand. 
There are some conv eniences abou t a 
conv ention of that sort. 
One of them 
is that the temporary chairman knows 
six or nine months beforehand that 
he is going to be temporary chairman. 
He also knows what he is wanted to 
say , compared with what he wants to 
•ay . I cou ld appreciate that, I assu re 
y ou .“ 
Despite the fact that he had no su ch 
perio d o f preparation, Mr. W illiams’ 
Address was a rem arkable piece of 
o rato ry . He proceeded with an analy ­ 
sis o f the speeches of the temporary 
and perm anent chairmen of the Chi­ 
cago conv ention and of the platform 
adopted by that body , his incisiv e 
and cau stic comments on those u tter­ 
ances ex citing the enthu siastic ap­ 
plau se o f the conv ention, which was 
accentu ated as he then took u p the 
history of the Democratic party and its 
achiev ements 
and 
predicated 
u pon 
these a prophecy of the fu tu re great­ 
ness o f the party . 
For two hou rs Mr. 
W illiams held his great au dience in 
the spell o f his oratory , which was 
bro ken by a perfect thu nder of ap­ 
plause as he closed.

PARKER’8 POSITION FIRM 


Tha Ne w York J uris t 8 e e ms to Ha v e 
the Conv e ntion W ith Him. 
St. Lou is, Ju ly 6 .—Despite the inter­ 
est attaching to the proceedings of 
the first day 's session of the conv en­ 
tion, all thou ghts seem centered on the 
contest for the presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
At present Parker's strong posi­ 
tion rem ains u nshaken. 
The opposi­ 
tion has made many assau lts, hu t has 
apparently made ho impression. 
The 
solid and su bstantial phalanx of the 
New York Ju rist has withstood all ef­ 
forts of the friends of the other candi­ 
dates, and today is apparently strong­ 
er than ev er. 
Assu rances of acces­ 
sions from instru cted delegations after 
the first ballot hav e been receiv ed 
from men who are now tied to other 
candidates, which the Parker adher­ 
ents say insu res a nomination by the 
second ballot. 
The anti-Parker men hav e tried to 
offer a candidate who wou ld u nite a 
third of the delegates so as to hav e 
g rally ing point when complimentary 
ballots hav e been 
cast for fav orite 
sons. 
The impossibility of u niting has 
been made 
manifest and the most 
zealou s opponents of Parker concede 
bis probable nomination not later than 
the second ballot. 
The Parker opposition was distu rb­ 
ed, bu t not rou ted, by the action of 
Pennsy lv ania. 
The six ty -eight v otes 
of that state hav e been for weeks 
placed 
in 
the Parker colu mn, and 
are a part of the BOO odd v otes that 
hav e been claimed for him. They were 
not Instru cted, howev er, and if they 
cou ld hav e been secu red for any other 
candidate it wou ld hav e been a seriou s* 
blow to the Parker interests. 
Cohe­ 
sion of the anti-Parker men is appar 
ently impossible. H earst cannot trans­ 
fer his delegates, and his su pporters 
cannot promise the instru cted 
and 
pledged Hearst men for any man after 
Hearst is otft of the ru nning. 
Massa­ 
chu setts will giv e no indication or 
pledge her delegates bey ond Olney . 
The same is tru e of Wall in Wiscon­ 
sin, Harmon in Ohio and Cockrell in 
Missou ri, althou gh it is su pposed that 
Missou ri wou ld go to Gorman shou ld 
there be an opportu nity . 
Upon slen­ 
der threads of v ariou s kinds the P ar­ 
ker opposition has hu ng its hopes, 
while the Parker men hav e been mov ­ 
ing forward with calm assu rance to 
other m atters connected with the con­ 
v ention. 
A story was cu rrent that 
Dav id B. Hill, flu shed with the fru its 
of v ictory , wou ld u ndertake to force 
u pon the opposition a platform so 
radical that some of the Sou thern dele­ 
gations wou ld break away from New 
York’s oandidate. 
Bu t the illu sion 
was dispelled. 
It is learned that Hill 
will not be chairman of the resolu tions 
committee, bu t that John A. McMahon 
of Ohio or Senator Bailey of Tex as 
wou ld be chairman of the resolu tions 
committee and that Bailey hajl been 
selected to cross swords with William 
Jennings Bry an in the debate ov er the 
platform on the floor of the conv en­ 
tion. 
Mr. Bry an is to be accorded a 
respectfu l hearing, bu t the dominant 
element in the conv ention, it is freely 
asserted, will not temporize or attem pt 
to placate and conciliate him. 
The 
forces which will adopt the platform 
and name the candidate for president 
will also name the v ice president, and 
tfcit element has allowed it be become 
kno wn that no concession to the mi­ 
nority . no v ote-catching ex pedient, is 
to be adopted in choosing the nominee 
for second place. 


The ru m or that the I. & C. traction 
company wou ld imild throu gh Greens- 
hu rg to C incinnati and abandon the 
projected road throu gh Oonnersv ille is 
once m ore afloat bu t lacks confirm a­ 
tion. 
There is also said to be a newr propo­ 
sition to bu ild the M adison-G reens- 
bu rg rou te and concerning both ru m ­ 
ors 
thej Indianapolis News of last 
ev ening has the follow’ing to s a y : 
The latest definite interu rban scheme 
on foot is to connect Iu dianai>olis and 
Madison by an ex tension of the I n ­ 
dianapolis & C incinnati T raction Com- 
l>any ’s Shelby v ille line to Greensbu rg 
and the constru ction of a line north 
from Madison to that point. 
In a n­ 
sw ering q u estions to reports that su ch 
a project is on, 
Charles L. Henry , 
president of the Indianapolis & C in­ 
cinnati, and m anager of its Shelby ­ 
v ille line, said today that it is tru e 
that he is considering su ch a road*. 
He stated that a company of Madison 
men, headed by M anley D. Wilson and 
others has been planning to bu ild a 
line north for Indianapolis connections 
and that he and the representativ e of 
this company hav e been in conference. 
Mr. H enry in behalf of his company , 
has offered to fu rnish power for the 
Greensbu rg-M adison line and to enter 
an agreem ent prov iding throu gh ser­ 
v ice between the tw o ex trem e te r ­ 
minals. 
Mr. 
H enry states tha t the 
road w ill probably be bu ilt nex t y ear. 
Since the Indianapolis & C incinnati 
T raction company bou ght the Shelby 
v ille line nothing has been done to­ 
w ard bu ilding the proposed ex tension 
to Greensbu rg, bu t indications 
are 
that this w ill be taken u p again tins 
fall, or early in the spring, in con­ 
nection w ith the scheme for entering 
Madison as ou tlined abov e. 
Mr. H enry today denied a report 
that lie has changed his plans and 
wou ld ex tend his Shelby v ille line into 
C incinnati, v ia H arrison, instead of 
carry ing ou t the original intentions to 
make the K u shv ille line, ru nning v ia 
Connorsv ilie and ^Ham ilton, 
O ., the 
Im lianapoils -C incinnati 
road. 
“ We 
hav e ilot changed ou r plans in the 
least,” said Mr. H enry , “ and wTe w ill 
bu ild the R u shv ille line throu gh to 
C incinnati. 
We began lay ing steel in 
Ru shv ille y esterday and we w ill keep 
u p the work u ntil Ru shv ille and I n ­ 
dianapolis are connected w ith steel 
and trolley wTire. 
We ex pect to oper­ 
ate cars betw een the tw o cities in 
October. ’ ’ 
It is stated, howev er, that the M ad­ 
ison people who are negotiating w ith 
Mr. H enry for the Iu diana]K)li8 -Madi- 
son line also propose to get into C in­ 
cinnati v ia Greensbu rg.

Men and Teams. 


Track Lay ing Abo ut to Beg in — 


Tracks Will no t Take up En­ 


tire Street. 


There is a 
force of 
men, 
from 
twenty -fiv e to thirty in nu m ber at 
W'ork on T hird street between Perkins 
ami the power hou se ex cav ating for 
the electric Hu e. 
The ex cav ation m u st be made to a 
depth of sev enteen inches and to a 
w idth of six teen feet, m aking this a 
larger job than 
the . inex perienced 
wou ld su ppose. 
The street is of cou rse hard and 
m u st be plowed u p w ith a plow speci­ 
ally designed for that 
pu rpose and 
draw n by a large nu m ber of horses or 
picked ou t w ith an ordinary pick. 
The d irt m u st then be shov eled into 
carts and hau led away . 
This grou nd w ill 
be replaced by 
eight inches of cru shed stone, 
u pon 
which the ties w ill rest, and u pon this 
the, rails, bringing them u p to the 
lev el of the street after w hich grav el 
w'ill bo placed between the ties and 
u p to the top of the rails pu tting the 
street back in better condition than at 
first and so tha t it can be driv en 
across w ithou t difficu lty . 
These tracks w ill not take u p the 
entire street as is commonly su pposed, 
bu t the tracks w ill be elev en feet from 
center to center, or six teen feet in all. 
The lay ing of the tracks w'ill begin 
here and the gang w ill w'ork from this 
city . 
Track lay ing in fact, w ill begin at 
the earliest possible 
m oment 
and 
wou ld probably hav e been well u nder 
way had the parties in charge of the 
work been able to secu re the help and 
teams needed. 
They w ant twenty -fiv e teams and 
fifty shov elers at once and are pay ing 
liberal wages and the men will be 
paid ev ery Satu rday night. 
Mr. Sawtell, wdio has charge of the 
ex cav ating gang, has q u ite a nu m ber 
of men a t wTork on a grade w’est of 
this city , bu t cannot get them here 
u ntil that part of the work is com ­ 
pleted. 
A nu m ber of teams and wragons w ith 
du m p are to begin tom orrow and the 
company is anx iou s to get more at 
once. 
Three car loads of broken.stone 
to pu t u nder the track w ill arriv e 
daily from Greensbu rg. 
From now' on the jiersons constru ct­ 
ing the track ex pect to pu sh the work 
rapidly and hav e it completed before 
the cars and other eq u ipm ent is fu r­ 
nished.

The opinion prev ails 
that it is in need of rev ision both in 
phy sical condition and in methods, 
and tl>e money that the road earns 
ju stifies the belief that u nder the new 
control the road w ill be dev eloped to 
a greater ex tent. 
Its track conditions are fair, bu t in 
its eq u ipm ent it is not u p to date for 
a road occu py ing £ u ch an im portant 
position in the freight and passenger 
sy stem of roads.

St. Lo uis D o ing s Will No t Affect ths

Indianapolis, July 
6.—Leading Indi­ 
ana Republicans who are watching the 
situation at the St. Louis convention 
ex press the belief that no action will 
be taken at that gathering that will 
take the state out of the Republican 
column. 
They ex press the opinion 
that neither will the state be given 
the chairm anship of the national Dem­ 
ocratic committee nor the vice presi­ 
dency, and say the stand that is appar­ 
ently being taken by William Jennings 
Bryan on the questions of platform 
and candidate cannot fall to widen the 
breach between the two factions of the 
party. 
That Thomas Taggart is to be 
offered the position of vice chairman 
Instead of chairm an the Republican 
leaders regard as practically assured, 
and as Mr. T aggart’s closest friends 
say he will not accept the vice chair­ 
manship, it may be th at he will be 
no more than Indiana’s Democratic 
national committeeman. 
W estern and 
Southern opposition to John W. Kern 
may result in the bursting of the Kern 
boom for the vice presidential nomi­ 
nation, and this, with the positive re­ 
fusal of Benjamin F. Shively and John 
E. Lamb to allow their names to be 
presented, woulu leave Indiana out of 
it as far as the honore of the campaign 
are 
concerned. 
Bryan’s 
statem ent 
made on Tuesday to the effect that the 
Parker strength is overestim ated and 
that many concessions must be made 
by the conservatives before the New 
Yorker can be nominated aro taken to 
indicate that the Nebraskan and his 
friends believe they hold the balance 
of power In the convention, and such a 
condition of affairs, say prominent Re­ 
publicans, 
means 
an 
overwhelming 
victory for Roosevelt and Fairbanks in 
Indiana nex t fail. 


Indiana’s contribution to the acci­ 
dent list for the Fourth of July this 
year num bers a total of 164 victims, 
the accidents ranging all the way from 
death to cuts and burns. 
Property to 
the value of $40,000 was destroyed In 
the state by fires started from rockets, 
roman candles and firecrackers, and It 
is believed the usual number of lock­ 
jaw victims will die as a result of in­ 
juries sustained from toy pistols and 
other nolse-makers. 
The usual after- 
the-Fourth sentim ent ex ists all over 
the state for the enactm ent of laws 
against the sale of toy pistols, cannon 
crackers and tha like, but nex t Fourth 
is a long way off, and the sentim ent 
has plenty of time to die of inanition. 


Indiana will draw from the govern­ 
ment about $30,000 this year for use in 
connection with the national guard. 
Much of this will be spent on equip­ 
ment, the rest going for ex penses at­ 
tached to the annual encampm ent of 
the militia. 
This event occurs the lat­ 
ter part of the present month, at the 
new array post site, and four com­ 
panies of regular soldiers from T ort 
Sheridan, near Chicago, 
wtll 
camp 
with the guardsmen. 
The encamp­ 
ment will continue for ten days. 


President Huber of the United Car­ 
penters and Joiners has received defi­ 
nite word of the meeting of members 
of the builders’ trades unions to be 
held here in August, 
The meeting is 
called for the purpose of federating all 
branches of the building trades, and 
will have a membership of over half 
a million men. 
Co-operation between 
the different branches will be the key­ 
note of the organisation. The meeting 
will begin here Aug. 
8. 


State Fish and Game Commissioner 
8 weeney has instructed his deputies 
all over tne state to Institute a relent­ 
less pursuit and prosecution of men 
who h a re for several months been 
dynamiting stream s and lakes in all 
parts of the state. 
Millions of fish 
have been wantonly destroyed in this 
manner, and the fish commissioner is 
determined to bring violators of the 
law to Justice if the funds at his com­ 
mand are sufficient.

Got Beyond Their Depth. 
E ast Northfleld, Mass., July 6.—-Two 
Yale students, J. L. Goodwin of Burn­ 
side, Conn., and Ralph W. Arm strong 
of Hayesville, Ohio, were drowned In 
\ 
the Connecticut river last evening. 
They were 
in bathing and neither 
could awim. 
Goodwin got beyond his ; 
depth and Arm strong attem pted his 
rescue. 


The nomination of Charles W. F air­ 


banks* ior vice president came not as 
the result of an attitude of candidacy 
on the part of Indiana’s distinguished 
senior senator, but as his loyal re­ 
sponse to a call to duty, uttered by a 
united party to one already occupying 
a position of national leadership so 
lofty and secure th at the acceptance 
of what must under any circum stances 
be regarded as a notable preferment, 
seemed to the people of his state to 
be a distinct sacrifice of personal in­ 
terests. 
From the party standpoint 
the acceptance of the nomination by 
Senator Fairbanks is a cause for con­ 
gratulation, because his nam e upon 
the national ticket will be a source of 
strength to Republicanism, not only 
In Indiana, but throughout the nation. 
And so far as Hoosierdom is concerned 
the hold which Mr. Fairbanks has upon 
the people of this great state m akes 
doubly sure the assurance of over­ 
whelming Republican victory at the 
polls in November. 
It is hardly necessary to recount 
for the benefit of Indianians the Inci­ 
dents of the career of Senator Fair­ 
banks, vice president to be, for they 
have for years 
been following his 
progress with increasing interest and 
pride. 
Born and reared on an Ohio 
farm, educated at Ohio W esleyan Uni­ 
versity, passing through the young 
lawyer’s 
custom ary 
struggle 
for 
a 
foothold, 
achieving 
in 
Indianapolis 
professional eminence and financial 
success, he became, even as a young 
man, a commanding figure in the bus­ 
iness 
and 
professional 
life 
of 
his 
adopted state. 
Senator Fairbanks’ entry as a posi­ 
tive force in national Republican pol­ 
itics may be said to date from the St. 
Louis Republican convention of 189 6, 
and the events leading up to it. While 
he enjoyed a wide professional and 
business acquaintance from his legal 
career, having practiced in the leading 
courts of the country, and at the same 
tim e having enjoyed an acquaintance 
with national Republican leaders on 
account of his participation in the 
Republican 
national 
convention 
of 
1888 and 189 2, his friends regard the 
stirring political events of 189 6 as the 
real signal for the suspension of the 
professional and the beginning of the 
official political career. 
Senator F air­ 
banks was a leader of the movement 
which In Indiana resulted in the selec­ 
tion of a delegation favorable to the 
nomination for the presidency of his 
long-time friend. Major William Mc­ 
Kinley. 
In the historic convention of 
189 6 Mr. Fairbanks was_one of the 
dom inating figures, serving as a dele- 
gate-at-large from Indiana and tempo­ 
rary chairman of the convention, his 
speech on this occasion attracting na­ 
tional attention. During the campaign 
which ensued in Indiana Mr. Fair 
hanks’ candidacy for the United 
8 tates 
senate was a recognized fact. 
The 
state was carried by a plurality of 
20,000, and in the Reublican legisla­ 
tive caucus Mr. Fairbanks was nomi­ 
nated for senator on the first ballot. 
Mr. Fairbanks took a high rank in 
the senate from the day he entered. 
He participated actively in the work of 
the ex tra session 
which passed the 
Dingley tariff bill, thus Increasing the 
revenues, restoring the surplus and In­ 
cidentally reinstating the gold reserve 
redemption fund, the steady diminu­ 
tion of which during the four years 
previous had been of serious concern 
to the financial and business interests 
of the country. 
He was equally prom ­ 
inent In the legislation revising the 
currency 
laws 
which 
followed 
the 
Dingley bill as a restorative measure. 
He had been one of the first to raise 
his voice in behalf of m aintaining the 
national credit Inviolate, and to that 
end placing the currency 
of the coun­ 


try upon a single gold standard. 
His 
early views on the question aro known 
and the im portant part he played In 
comm itting tne Republican party to a 
sound money policy. 
His early zeal 
for the cause found ex pression later in 
speeches and wise counsel while 
cur­ 
rency legislation was being shaped. 
Senator Fairbanks went at once to 
the head of the senate comm ittee on 
immigration. 
The subject was one 
which had interested him for years. 
To the study of this subject he gave 
the most earnest consideration, visiting 
the immigration stations of the coun­ 
try and putting himself in daily touch 
with the officers charged with the re­ 
sponsibility of adm inistering the Im­ 
migration laws. 
The results of his 
research and labors took the form of 
a speech which was widely read and 
commended. 
Although Senator Fairbanks after­ 
ward took a step higher to the chair­ 
manship of the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, his interest in 
the immigration question has never 
abated. 
In the last congress he was 
second on the committee on im m igra­ 
tion. 
In the agitation which preceded the 
declaration of war with Spain, Senator 
Fairbanks was one of the president’s 
closest advisers. He was at the W hite 
House almost daily, participating with 
other members of the adm inistration 
in conferences that lasted not infre­ 
quently far into the night, the purpose 
of which was, if possible, to devise 
some way to secure the amelioration 
of conditions in Cuba without blood­ 
shed. 
Through this period of popular 
unrest, which at one time even th reat­ 
ened to overwhelm congress, Senator 
Fairbanks stood with the cool-headed 
conservatives in support of President 
McKinley’s policy. 
In May, 189 7, he Introduced a reso­ 
lution. supposed to have bad the sanc­ 
tion of the president, and 
subm it­ 
ted after careful consideration, as a 
solution of the trouble in Cuba. 
It re­ 
quested the president to tender his 
good offices toward securing a cessa­ 
tion of hostilities 
in Cuba and an 
amelioration of the conditions there. 
Later, when all pacific m easures failed, 
and the president in a special mes­ 
sage to congress called attention to his 
inability to bring about order through 
peaceful overtures, and asked congress 
to act, Senator Fairbanks advocated a 
speedy prosecution of the war. 
He 
was thoroughly in sympathy with the 
president’s 
policy throughout. 
The 
war over, he vigorously supported the 
peace m easures and voted for the pres­ 
ident’s policies looking to peace and 
the holding of the Philippines. 
8 enator 
Fairbanks 
conceived 
the 
Idea of ex tending aid to the stricken 
inhabitants of the Island of Martinique 
after the volcanic eruption. 
As soon 
as the news of the disaster was con­ 
firmed, he prepared and introduced^a 
bill 
authorizing the ex penditure of 
$100,000 for relief. 
The bill promptly 
passed the senate without a reference 
to a committee. 
In the house there 
was mild opposition raised from the 
Democratic side, but the bill passed 
without serious delay. 
Senator F air­ 
banks was thanked by the French gov­ 
ernment. 
Senator Fairbanks was named by 
President McKinley 
as one of the 
American commissioners of the United 
States and British joint high commis­ 
sion, and was chairm an of the Ameri­ 
can commissioners. 
His service on 
that commission Is regarded by many 
as one of the most Im portant and use­ 
ful of his public acts. 
Senator Fairbanks has been much In 
demand throughout the country as a 
public speaker. 
Aside from his politi­ 
cal speeches, which have been a fea­ 
ture of every national and biennial 
congressional campaign since and in­ 
cluding the campaign of 189 6. he has 
•poken on numerous public occasions 
®f importance.

poorly filled, containing but four or 
five grains of wheat respectively and

poor quality . Noah

did not see a grain of wheat.
